It was stated the other day ‘tn the 
newspapers that within a period: of 
three years six million dollars’ worth 
of goods. had been stolen from the 
New York Central Railroad.» This 
brings up the question of the enor- 
mous losses that are ‘entailed every 
yéar from like causes. In a booklet 
of 8:9. railway statistics before mo 
4s noted the fact that in-the year 1917 
the American railways paid out the 
sum of $44,000,000 for loss and .dam- 
age to freight, baggage, property and 
livestock. In the year 1920 the total 
losses and damage. bill ‘was $142,000,- 
000. In heither-case are injuries to 
persons taken into account. This is 


another bill _which-in-1920-amounted 


to $57,000,000. : ‘ 

These figures demonstrate two 
things, first that the railways are not 
receiving the faithful and vigilant ser- 
vice of their employees, and secondly, 
that the public had to pay the 
freight, so.to speak. 

-While.the railway. statistician whe 
compiled this book does not in so 
many words’ and figures divide the 
thefts from other losses, it is none the 
less plain that thefts formed a very 
large proportion of the whole. In

The other day he called at. the 
headquarters: of . Scotland Yard, and 
asked to see the chief of the criminal 
identification bureau. On, being ask- 
ed his name and the nature of his 
business he took: out the souvenir 
copy of his finger prints of 1908, with’ 
all the identification memoranda (ex- 
cept the date) removed and handed 
it, with nothing else, té the messen- 
ger, saying: “Here’s my card and I - 
will tell the chief himself the nature 
of'my business.” eo) 

He waited three-quarters. of an 
hour for the messenger. to return.

I was led to an office where a. 
keen-eyed and pleasant-faced man’ 
sat at a big desk and greeted me with 
a wave of his hand.

There is opportunity for the inauguration of economies in-public adminis 
tration in Canada through a revision,.a remodelling,-of some o 
of the national consti{ution as it governs the relations between the Federal 
Government and the several Provincial Governments. 

Canadian ‘taxpayers today are called upon to bear the expense of nine 
Government departments of agriculture, one in each province and one for the 
Dominion as a whole.- There is inevitably an enormous amount of overlap- 
ming in effort and waste in expenditure, Inasmuch as agricultural_conditions 
and needs vary-greatly throughout the Dominion it‘is*probably necessary to 
thave Provincial departments devoted. to the encouragement of agriculture, 
but with each Province looking after its own requirements in this respect, 
where does the need exist for'a Dominion department? It could very well-be 
‘done away with,.a substantial saving effected, and no outstanding Joss to the 
dndustry of agriculture result. 


Then there is overlapping In connection with such subjects as insurance, 
~with the result that we find departments at Otlawa and in the Provincial 
‘capitals, fully staffed, compiling insurance data and statistics, enforcing in- 
spections of one kind and another, collecting fees from companies, which, of 
‘course, the people in the final analysis have to pay, while Parllament on the 
one. hand and Provincial Legislatures on-the other-are. busy enacting new 
Haws and regulations governing the conduct of the business Of insurance. 

, Much the same thing is true in connection with laws ‘concerning the in- 
‘corporation; management, taxation, ete. of Companies during business 
throughout the Dominion, There is‘ a constant conflict in legislation and 
authority, and the courts are full of actions and appeals to decide where. the 


. authority ‘of the Dominion ends and that of the Provinces begins, or vice 


versa. © Constant recourse is had to the Privy Council in London to decide 
these knotty questions, for all of which the people of Canada ultimately pay, 

Step by step Provinces have in recent years encroached upon what was 
‘formerly regarded as the exclusive right of the Federal Parliament to legislate 
din the matter of Banks and batking. Farm Loan Boards are essentially a 
form of banking, taking the money of. people on deposit. in the form-of bonds 
‘and deben{fures and re-loaning the proceeds, while in Ontario and Manitoba 
the Provincial Governments have actually established Provincial savings 
‘banks. Even admilting that such action has been forced on the Provinces 
‘through the failure of the Federal Parliament to revise the Bank Act in order 
to make it meet conditions in these Provinces, rather than leave it as it is, 

‘ chiefly of benefit to manufacturing industry and the larger concerns of finance 
and commerce ,the fact2remains that we are heading for further duplication 
and waste in effort, with consequent increased expenditure. 

The Canadian constitution needs clarifying. There is need for a 
‘sharper, more clear-cut definition of the powers of each of our legislative bod- 
des, Iederal and Provincial. There should be reduction to an absolute mini- 
mum of those subjects in regard to which both have jurisdiction. | Many sub- 
jects should either be left absolutely and solely to the Dominion, or in like 
manner-to the Provinces. Even in the matter of divorce we have Provincial 
courts granting them, and Parliament—whose time should really not be taken ; 


up-with such matters —engaged in the same work. : 
We would like to see Premier Mackenzie Ifo Wie firm hold of this
